Issuance of the complaints and 
the setting of hearings on the 
charges came as a result of 10 
months of investigation by the 
commission, prompted by a flood 
of letters from individual policy- 
holders informing the commission 
that the insurance coverage they 
purchased was not what the com- 
panies advertised. 

In general the complaints hit 
at the use of false and deceptive 
advertising claims relating to the 
extent of the coverage provided

3. That the established pro- 
visions for its financial sup- 
port are sufficiently flexible 
to meet its current operation- 
al needs. 

4. That in spite of the limi- 
tations imposed by its rela- 
tively short life and rapid 
expansion it is doing a credit- 
able job. 

Do. That it is gradually im- 
proving its capabilities. 

6. That it is exercising care 
to insure the loyalty of its 
personnel. 

Room for Improvement. 
“There are, however, impor- 

tant areas in which the CIA or- 
ganization, administration and 
operations can and should be 
improved,” the statement said. 

“The agency is aware of these 
problems and in many cases 
steps are being taken toward 
their solution. We are well 
aware Of the tremendous prob- 
lems facing the director and 
staff of an organization such as 
CIA and appreciate the sincere 
efforts being made to solve 
them.

FORMER UKRAINIAN 
SAYS REDS KILLED 
700 IN MASSACRE 


CHICAGO, Oct. 19 (AP)—A 
former Ukrainian yesterday told 
a House subcommittee investigat- 
ing Communist aggression tac- 
tics that Red troops killed 700 
of his countrymen in a massacre 
in 1941. 

Dr. Paul Turla, now a Chi- 
cago chemist, gave the account. 
He said the victims were men, 
women and children of the small 
town of Uman whom the Reds 
suspected of underground ac- 
tivities. 

Turla told the House group 
headed hy Representative Bus- 
bey (Rep.), Illinois, that each of 
the 700. was shot behind the ear 
in a coal hole behind the Uman 
prison as advancing German 
troops pressed the Reds. 

“The Reds meant to send all 
those people to Siberia,” Turla 
said, “but the advancing Ger- 
mans didn’t give them time.” 

Turla said he found the body 
of his brother, Peter, at the bot- 
tom of a pile of corpses. 


COMMUNIST ORGANIZATION 
AT NORTH POLE ANNOUNCED 


LONDON, Oct. 19 (UP)}—The 
Moscow radio said today “the 
first Communist party organi- 
zation” in the North Pole region 
has been set up among members 
of the Soviet research station

serves That Can Be

MIAMI, Fia., Oct. 19 (AP)— 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway said 
today the Army must have—and 
now lacks — airborne mobility 


and reserve forces that can be 
rapidly mobilized in trained, 
ready-to-fight units. 

Ridgway, Army chief of staff, 
said these were the two major 
deficiencies in the building of a 
new army to be organized in 
units that “can live and win on 
any battlefield, atomic 6r other- 
wise.” 

In a speech prepared for the 
National Guard Association con- 
ference, Ridgway said new tac- 
tics required in an age of speed 
demand that the army travel 
light and that it be capable of 
rapid movement over great dis- 
tances. 

Long-distance movement, he 
said, is a problem essentially 
outside the Army’s control be- 
cause the rapid transportation 
of men and equipment is pri- 
marily dependent on the Air 
Force and the Navy, each with 
its own problems to consider. 

He made no direct reference 
to the cutting of troop transport 
wings in the current Air Force 
program, but he urged the Na- 
tional Guard to get behind the 
Army’s “urgent efforts to over- 
come the deficiencies that exist 
in this field.” 

Ridgway noted that American 
ground forces must expect to be 
outnumbered should they have 
to face the Soviet bloc on the 
battlefield, but he said the 
United States could overcome 
sheer weight of numbers if the 
Army greatly increased its mo- 
bility and the flexibility of its 
firepower. 

Ridgway called for an end to 
“static thinking, geared to past 
dependence on long, fixed lines 
of communications and ‘great 
depot systems.” Such thinking, 
he declared, ‘‘cannot be toler- 
ated.” 

He said rapid mobilization of 
the National Guard and reserve 
forces would be essential in 
another war because “an attack 
could come almost instantan- 
eously, with little or no warn- 
ing, and could be delivered sim- 
ultaneously against widely sep- 
arated points.” 

“Accordingly, we must pre- 
pare ourselves now ,.. and mul- 


tiply our effective strength to 
the maximum,” he said.

Tasted the Drinks. 

In his written report to the 
Mayor, Rosenthal said he and 
Doherty tasted the drinks after 
they were brought “to ascer- 
tain the fact that it was liquor 
being served.” They then ate 
their meals and Rosenthal sign- 
ed the check, explaining he has 
had a credit card at Ruggeri’s 
for about three years, longer 
than he has been a judge. 

“Lt. Doherty and I discussed 
the flagrant violation of the Sun- 
day liquor law which we had ob- 
served and we both agreed that 
the violations should be stop- 
ped,” the report continued

READY TO SAIL 
F PACT IS SIGNED 


Two Squadrons of ‘Mine 
Sweepers’ Have Been 


Traming Under U.S. 


Supervision. 


By RICHARD K. O’MALLEY 

BREMERHAVEN,Germany, 
Oct. 19 (AP)—A West German 
navy will be able to take to the 
seas 24 hours after final ratifica- 
tion of the London rearmament 
agreement—thanks to the United 
States Navy. 

It won’t be much of a fleet at 
first, only some mine sweepers, 
tenders, oilers and small patrol 
craft. Nevertheless it will be a 
navy. 

Under the London agreement, 
rearmed Germany would be lim- 
ited to 20,000 naval personnel. 
Warships must be 3000 tons or 
less. 

There is no 3000-ton vessel for 
the new navy immediately avail- 
able. But a fleet of rebuilt Ger- 
man: mine sweepers now waits 
for ratification’s X-day. These 
ships have been operating wit hy 
German crews, but under the 
American flag for two years. 

Readiness of the West German 
republic to step into its own sea | 
role has been made possible by 
a quiet program instituted in| 
1952 by the United States Navy | 
and a handful of its officers. 


Two R-Boat Squadrons. 


Two 10-boat squadrons of R-| 
boats, each with a tender, regu- | 


lanes. The R-boats are 167 tons, 
have a top speed of 18 knots, 
carry no armament at present, 
but are equipped with radar. 


Their task is to widen present 
lanes and cut new ones for the 
safety of merchant shipping. 

It is common knowledge that 
not many mines have been lo- 


cated for a long time. Most of 
the World War II magnetic-type 


mines are now sterile, and the} 


moored mines presumably have 
already been swept. 
However, with every day the 


squadrons go to sea, young Ger- | 
mans get additional naval train- 
ing. 

Officially-designated as’ Mine | 
Sweeping Readiness Unit, the 
program has enrolled 918 Ger- 
mans, including 85 officers. They 

ave a total of 42 craft. Both 

fficers and men belong to the 
United. States Navy’s German 
Labor Service Unit B at Bremer- 
haven. 
90 Per Cent Veterans. 

Ninety per cent of the officers 

and 60 per cent of the men are 


veterans of the old German navy. 


But the percentage of young re- 
cruits is rising. Ranks are the 


same as in the American navy, 


'although the highest ranking of- 
ficer at present is a commander. 

In addition to sea training, 
shore schools for the Germans 
are conducted at Bremerhaven, 
where Capt. J. G. McLaughry 
commands the United States Na- 
val Advance Base. 


McLaughry has made it plain 
that neither he nor the United 
States Navy can assure the men 
of automatic commissions in any 
new German sea | force. But the 


oldtimers in the Labor Service }, 
Unit confidently expect to get}

yer Adults Do Not Think 
mr i as Vital to 
hild, Speaker Says. 


Panel discussions of problems 
facing school attendance work- 
ers were held today at the an- 
nual convention of the National 
League to Promote School At- 
tendance at the Jefferson Hotel. 

Enforcement of compulsory 
school attendance laws is justi- 
fiable only when the caliber of 


education adequately reflects 
the aspirations of democracy, the 
goals of the community, and 
when it is sufficiently individ- 
ualized so as to make these aims 
livable and remunerative for 
each child, Arthur Clinton, New 
York school official, said yes- 
terday. 

“There are still too large a 
number of adults who cannot 
think of. the classroom experi- 
ence as a vital element of child 
growth,” Clinton said. “The at- 
tendance worker must in a sense 
be a crusader in bringing to 
families an interpretation of the 
value of education and sufficient 
inducement to have the environ- 
mental incentive conducive to 
the child's appropriate prepara- 
tion.” 

Clinton said that attendance 
workers often find that some 
familief have been “tagged as 
undesirable, as problems, or as 
a different kind of man.” 

“This last category,” he said, 
“is too common and is most 
often the accusation of the self- 
righteous—those assumed to have 
adjustment. The attendance 
worker, as a part of the com- 
munity and necessarily a repre- 
sentative of it, must be capable 
of countermotivation based upon 
the idea of the oneness of all 
human beings.” 

Clinton added that “all too fre- 
quently” the attendance worker 
will be unsuccessful in this goal. 
“At times he may be a lonely 
possessor of the idea and again 
he may be a small voice in the 
clatter of prejudice and dis- 
trust.”

No Monopoly Here 


The late Charles Evans Hughes, a great Re- 
publican and a great citizen, was asked a gener- 
ation ago for his comment on the scandals of the 
Harding Administration in which Mr, Hughes 
served as Secretary of State. He said: 


Neither political party has a monopoly of 
virtue or of rascality. Let wrong be exposed 
and punished, but let no partisan pecksniff 
affect a holier than thou attitude. Guilt is 
personal and knows no party. 


This profound truth was quoted by former 


Gov. Stevenson in his memorable address at the 


Los Angeles Town Hall in the 1952 campaign on 
morals in public life and politics. It comes to 
mind today as a consequence of the Monday 
news that concerns morality in public office. It 
is news that shows that rascality, as the late 
Chief Justice said “is personal and knows no 
party.” 

Here are three men and the charges against 
them: 

Clyde L. Powell. He is the former Democratic 
assistant Federal Housing Administrator who 
has now been indicted by a federal grand jury 
on charges of criminal contempt of court. The 
charges grew out of Powell’s refusal to answer 
questions at the grand jury’s investigation of 
nation-wide housing scandals, Powell, who ap- 
plied for federal employment in 1934 and was a 
Democratic appointee, had an FBI record of 
“many arrests” between 1916 and 1922. Senator 
Capehart of Indiana, who has conducted the 
Senate investigation into the housing scandals, 
says that between 1940 and 1950 “he was shown 
to have been a heavy gambler.” 


Ernest K. Bramblett. He is a Republican Con- 
gressman from California whose payroll kick- 
back conviction will now be reviewed by the 
United States Supreme Court. A jury in federal 
district court in Washington found Bramblett 
guilty of making false statements to the House 
Disbursing Office in connection with putting a 
woman on his office payroll. The jury decided 
that the Congressman netted about $3300 in kick- 
backs paid to him by the woman employe. The 
issue that the Supreme Court will pass upon is 
not Bramblett’s guilt or innocence, but whether 
the False Statements Act, under which the Con- 
gressman was prosecuted, applies to the legisla- 
tive branch of the Government. Bramblett’s 
lawyer contends that it does not. Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell’s office argues that it does. If the 
Congressman’s conviction is finally upheld he 
may be fined as much as $70,000 and sent to 
prison for 35 years. 


Douglas R. Stringfellow. He is the Republican 
Congressman from Utah who is the center of the 
both regrettable and disgusting war hero hoax. 
Barely two weeks before the congressional elec- 
tion, in which he was a candidate for re-election, 
the crippled war veteran confessed in an emo- 
tional television appearance that his oft-repeated 
story of daring exploits behind the Nazi lines 
was a lie from beginning to end. The confession 
came after the Army Times of Washington 
questioned his contention that he was the “sole 
survivor” of the “perilous expedition.” String- 
fellow has resigned his candidacy and the Utah 
Republican State Central Committee has now 
accepted it—two days after the shocking rev- 
elation.

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Opportunity in St. Louis County 

Republican St. Louis county is about to be put 
under the microscope by a grand jury aided by 
two assistants of the Democratic State Attorney 
General. More than a little hasty pre-election 
politicking is thus clearly indicated. Even so a 
fresh look at thé county may be a good thing. 


Grand juries in St. Louis county of late have 
tended to be the docile captives of Prosecuting 
Attorney Stanley Wallach, a Republican whose 
performance in office has evoked few wild 
cheers. The prosecutor is the eyes and ears of 
the jury. He gathers the evidence that the jury 
considers, he directs the jury's attention hither 
and yon. The prosecutor also can have the same 
effect on a jury as a pair of blinders on a horse, 
and there lies the danger. A blind jury is 
worse than no jury at all. 

Circuit Judge Douglas L. C. Jones, a Demo- 
crat, brought this matter to a boil when it came 
his turn to supervise the jury by charging that 
Mr. Wallach had failed to press prosecution of 
important cases. Judge Jones appealed to Gov. 
Donnelly for help, and the Democratic chief 
executive has called on Attorney General John 
M. Dalton’s office to assist the grand jury. 

This help should provide the current jury 
with an advantage its predecessors may not have 
enjoyed. The jurors ought to jump at the chance 
to take a good close look at the way public busi- 
ness is conducted in this one-party county—if 
for no other reason than to reassure the people 
that everything is in tip-top shape. An opportu- 
nity like this comes only once in a blue moon in 
St. Louis county. May the jury make the best 
of it. 
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Malan Goes But Racial Hate Stays 

Prime Minister Daniel F. Malan, 80-year-old 
fighter for white supremacy, racial segregation 
and Negro and Indian suppression in the Union 
of South Africa, says that he will retire from 
office on Nov. 30, There is a very definite so- 
ciological problem in his country where only a 
fourth of the 10,000,000 population are white and 
it has been made worse by Dr. Malan and the 
Ku Klux Klan tactics of his National Party. 
Since he is reported to have chosen one of his 
henchmen, Finance Minister N. C. Havenga, to 
succeed him, it may be expected that Malanism 
will march on but without the most powerful of 
its virulent voices. 

As far as can be seen now, the philosophy 
which dominates the South African Government 
will continue to have its direct consequences in 
most of Africa and its indirect in much of 
the rest of the world. Nevertheless, the fight for

racial fairness is making steady progress in the 
United States and other parts of the world. It 
must not be given up in South Africa. Eventual- 
ly it will win there too. 
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Mystery of the Missing Opinion 

The Attorney General’s prolonged silence 
about the Atomic Energy Commission's request 
for a ruling on the legality of the still-guarded 
Dixon-Yates contract has become a secret within 
a secret. 

AEC asked Attorney General Brownell more 
than two weeks ago for his opinion. Referring 
to “the urgency of completing this matter,” it 
asked for his response “at your earliest con- 
venience.” 

The Post-Dispatch has learned that no opin- 
fon has been rendered, although J. Lee Rankin, 
head of the Justice Department's office of legal 
counsel, will neither confirm nor deny that one 
has been sent to AEC. And an AEC spokesman 
says: “We can’t comment on any opinion that 
may or may not have been given, at this time.” 


What can be the reason for all this elaborate 
secrecy? Why is Attorney General Brownell 
willing to be put in the position of being remiss 
in his duty to give his legal counsel to the 
executive branch—or at the best, a 
in the discharge of that duty? 


Can it be that the Attorney General has given 
AEC his informal opinion that AEC doesn’t want 
his formal opinion, because it would be unfavor- 
able? This inference is bound to be drawn in 
many quarters. Why do the Attorney General's 
office—and AEC—deliberately open the door to 
inferences that are not too much to the credit 
of either? 


What's the matter with having all the facts 
spread before the public, immediately, including 
the terms of the proposed contract and the At- 
torney General’s opinion, full-dress or shirt- 
sleeve, and an end to these cloak-and-dagger 
tactics? 
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106 Years of Thrift 


Scme 500 federal- and state-chartered credit 
unions in Missouri are joining this week in the 
world-wide observance of the founding of the 
first credit union in Germany 106 years ago. 
Credit unions have been operating in this state 
a far shorter time—little more. than a quarter- 
century—but in that brief period they have made 
an indelible imprint on the communities in 
which they have existed. Not. Only have they 
fought the loan sharks; they also have helped 
many an individual form the commendable habit 
of thrift. Everyone will etho President Eisen- 
hower’s wish that the credit union movement 
now and in the future enjoys “a great and con- 
tinuing success.” 


Civil Defense Fizzles at Erie 

There must be a completely different spirit 
in Erie from that of the days when French, In- 
dians, British and Americans fought over what 
is now an important Great Lakes port in Penn- 
sylvania. That is all that can be concluded from 
the news dispatch telling how the mass evacua- 
tion scheduled by civil defense authorities and 
expected to alert and drill the populace of 
170,000 fizzled last Sunday. 

Civil defense had spent months working out 
elaborate plans for the test. It was expected that 
30,000 autos loaded with people would stream 
from the city to four communities 20 miles away. 
Instead, only 8000 persons in 4000 cars partici- 
pated. There was rain but public apathy is em- 
phasized by civil defense. Public apathy has 
played a part in other civil defense plan failures, 
Bremerton, Wash., a city of 27,000, probably has 


had more success than any other sizable commu- , 


nity, about half its population taking part in an 
evacuation drill. 


Plans for the evacuation of St. Louis and the 
county are being worked on now by Brig. Gen. 
Francis P. Hardaway (ret.), the city’s civil de- 
fense director. An inkling of what the St. Louis 
area is going to be up against may be gained by 
considering only these two simple facts and 
their relationship: There are estimated to be 
300,000 motor vehicles in the St. Louis and 
county area. St. Louis and the county right 
now are 20 years behind in their expressway 
program. 

A test evacuation of the St. Louis area, which 
is contemplated by Gen. Hardaway after his 
plans are completed, would be an excellent idea. 
It should not be allowed to fizzle as it did in 
Erie. If civic pride is appealed to and the value 
of preparedness is stressed, St. Louis and the 
county should win distinction in a major civil 
defense test. 
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Mr. Eisenhower’s Prompt Help 

President Eisenhower is to be commended 
warmly on the dispatch with which he answered 
the appeals of the Governors of North and South 
Carolina for asSistance in relieving the distress 
following the devastating hurricane. There 
are times when local and state aid cannot cope 
with the effects of a disaster and prompt eral 
help is required. The President used good 
judgment in not being bound by a narrow politi- 
cal concept of the state vs. federal responsi- 
bility. , 


How Senator Dirksen Sees It 


It is strange how differently a thing will look 
to different people. Take, for example, Senator 
Dirksen of Illinois, appealing to Illinois voters 
to send lobbyist Joseph T. Meek to the Senate 
in the place of Paul H. Douglas, one of the truly 
outstanding members of Congress. At a G.O.P. 
rally Senator Dirksen put the Meek case this 
way: 

Take care of this guy over here (Meek). 

I have great affection for him. He is tops in 
my book. This election is crucial. If we miss 
in the Senate by one vote, everything goes 
out the window. Republican control of the 
committees will be lost. Joe McCarthy will 
lose chairmanship of his committee. 


Senator Dirksen is 1000 per cent right in stat- 
ing what would be one consequence of a Demo- 
cratic majority in the next Senate: Senator Mc- 
Carthy most certainly would lose his chairman- 
ship. He would be forced to give over the chair- 
manship to Senator McClellan of Arkansas. But 
after the contrasting TV appearances of Sena- 
tors McCarthy and McClellan at the Army-Me- 
Carthy hearings our belief is that for every citi- 
zen who wants the Wisconsin demagogue con- 
tinued in his chairmanship there are many more 
who would be glad to see him out. 

President Eisenhower and other top Republi- 
can campaigners have said that the G.O.P. cannot 
win the congressional election without strong 
independent voter support.

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The Issue Is Jobs 


Studebaker's importance in Third district lends ected inter- 
est to congressional race there; young Sunday school teacher 
and political science student, trying hard to avoid egghead 
label, seeks to unseat G.O.P. incumbent; television heavily used. 


From Business Week 


The Third Congregsional District of 
Indiana includes four counties. The 
most populous of the four is St. Joseph; 
it contains the City of South Bend, 
Notre Dame University, most of the 
district’s manufacturing, and most of 
its Democrats. The other three counties 
are more rural—but not much more. 
The district is 70 per cent urban. 

The Indiana Third builds its political 
feelings largely on the past, present, 
and predicted state of industrial pro- 
duction. Around South Bend, the. 1953- 
54 business recession is the hottest po- 
litical issue of them all. 

Manufacturing activity in the district 
is down 37 per cent from its level a year 
ago. Unemployment is up sharply in St. 
Joseph County and in the next most 
heavily industrialized county, La Porte. 

The key company in the district is 
Studebaker-Packard Corp. A local Say- 
ing alleges that “as Studebaker goes, 
so goes South Bend.” When Studebaker 
has trouble, South Bend has trouble, 
too. And right now, South Bend is 
having trouble. Studebaker’s South 
Bend employment was 23,000 a year 
ago; now it’s less than half—10,000. 


Studebaker’s merger with Packard 
Motor Co. in June has let the South 
Bend plant raise its single work shift 
from half time to full time. There’s 
hopeful talk of two shifts in January. 
But for many thousand unemployed 
workers, the world is a bleak place. 


Decisive Rural Counties 


Democrats.in the Third District will 
build all this into their campaign. 


The three more rural counties of the 
district have supplied enough Repub- 
lican votes to keep the congressional 
seat in G.O.P. hands since 1950. The 
Republican incumbent, running for re- 
election next month, 1s 37-year-old 
Shepard J, Crumpacker. 

Crumpacker’s personality lacks flash, 
and his speeches lack warmth. But he 
has many assets to set against this draw- 
back—and, in the last two elections, 
these assets saw him through. His fam- 
ily is well known and highly respected 
around South Bend. His voting record 
is conservative, though he has not sup- 
ported Eisenhower on all issues. 

His opponent, John Brademas, is a 
man who likewise escapes the descrip- 
tion “politician” in its unkind sense. 
Brademas is a Harvard alumnus, a 
Rhodes scholar with a background of 
political science and philosophy. His 
manner is sharper and more alert. 

Perhaps his greatest drawback is the 
fact that he looks like a young intel- 
lectual. But his backers feel that his 
humble origin (his father was a Greek 
immigrant), and the fact that he has 
been both an athlete and a factory 
worker, will clear him of the unpopu- 
lar taint of intellectualism. — 


A G.O.P. King Maker 


The men behind these two candi- 
dates are Tom Bath, acknowledged Re- 
publican boss of St. Joseph County, 
and Paul Butler, mocratic national 
committeeman of Indiana, 

Bath has held only one public office

Crumpacker’s strategy is to make few 
speeches, do little that would stir up 
any really hot fires—particularly in St. 
Joseph. He feels that apathy on elec- 
tion day will help him. Because of 
strong Republican organization in the 
district, he’s sure of a heavy Republican 
vote in the three rural counties no mat- 
ter what he does personally. But if he 
makes too many. speeches, takes too 
strong a stand on too many issues, he 
may bring out a heavy Democratic 
vote as well. 


‘Coffees for Crumpacker’ 


Brademas’s strategy is exactly the op- 
posite. His task between now and elec- 
tion day is to talk up issues, stir workers 
into a voting frame of mind, He must 
also get himself known outside St. Jo- 
seph; he is nowhere near so well known 
in the three other counties as Crum- 
packer. 

The backbone of the Republican or- 
ganization especially in St. Joseph 
County, is its army of women workers. 
Bath estimates that women are respon- 
sible for 75 per cent of the Republican 
vote in the district. Already, these 
workers are staging “coffees for Crum- 
packer” throughout the area. 

Brademas, on the other hand, has 
some powerful machinery on his side— 
the machinery of organized labor. Union 
leaders such as Louis Horvath, presi- 
dent of Studebaker Local 5 of the 
United Auto Workérs (CIO), are plug- 
ging hard for the young Rhodes scholar. 
Union workers are going after their 
members through the mail, phone calls, 
and personal talks. Horvath and other 
leaders plan to put 500 cars into the 
field on election day to get the vote out. 

An asset on the Republican books is 
newspaper support. The Democrats 
aren't getting much help from the press. 
The Seuth Bend Tribune is supporting 
Crumpacker all out. This lack of news- 
paper support is one thing that has 
forced Brademas to go in es for 
television and radio. 


Candidates Turn to TV 


This is the first time that television 
has been used in the district for a local 
election. Both candidates are running 
weekly series on the two stations in the 
area. Brademas forces are counting 
heavily on TV to sell their candidate 
to the rural counties where he is not 
well known. They think TV gives him 
an advantage over Crumpacker, and 
they have tried unsuccessfully to stage 
a TV debate between the two. 

Democratic strategists have success- 
fully kept the Communist issue out of 
the campaign. All over the district, 
Brademas has given a speech in which 
he presents militant Christianity as the 
only effective answer to the Reds. 
Brademas has New Deal leanings, is 
strong for social and welfare legisla- 
tion and might be vulnerable to the Red 
tag‘in the eyes of conservative voters 
if it were not for his strong anti-Com- 
munist opinions, which he advanced 
well before the race started.

wATOMS IN. THE FAMILY by Laura Fermi.

In an. old squash court below the 
football stands of the University of Chi- 
cago campus a small group of scientists 
huddled round a plutonium pile in the 
early afternoon of Dec. 2, 1952. One 
of them periodically removed cadmium 
rods from the pile at the direction of a 
balding, lItalian-born supervisor. At 
precisely 3:20 p.m. a chain reaction be- 
gan in the pile. One of the group 
walked up to the boss and asked, “When 
do we become scared?” 


But no one became scared. Instead 
a bottle of Chianti was opened and a 
toast drunk. Simul- 
taneously an urgent 
telephone call was 
made to the proper 
authorities in the 
East and the cryp- 
tic announcement 
made: “The Italian 
navigator has 
reached the New 
World.” 

Thus was ush- 
ered in the Atomie 
Age, and the “Ital- 
ian Navigator” who 
assisted in the pro- 
cess was Enrico 
Fermi, brilliant pio- 
neer of atomic research. This book by 
his wife is an informal account of what 
it has been like to live with such a man. 
Since she has an irresponsible sense of 
humor, the story is told throughout with 
the prose equivalent of a twinkling eye. 


The Fermis were part of a group of 
European physicists whose combined 
efforts helped us get the atomic bomb 
when we needed it. In these security- 
conscious days it is worth remembering 
that without these friendly foreigners 
the chances are we would not have de- 
veloped the bomb then. 


However, Mrs. Fermi {s not primarily 
concerned with plutonium or neutrons 
or matters of high policy as such. This 
is a wife’s-eye book about people in 
general and her famous husband in par- 
ticular. Emerging from these light- 
hearted pages is an uninhibited portrait 
of the youthful scientist who wooed her 
in Rome by displaying his athletic prow- 
ess, who came to America in the Musso- 
lini era and like its freedom, who be- 
came enmeshed in secret atomic experi- 
ments before he had won his American 
citizenship, and who is now working 
with ever-bigger cyclotrons in the hope 
of unlocking the secrets of cosmic radi- 
ation’s fantastic energy. 


The gay anecdotes and the twinkling. 
eye treatment bubble all through this 
book. Occasionally, in passages dealing 
with scientific matters, she becomes se- 
rious in order to get her facts straight 
(with her husband no doubt looking 
over her shoulder). But for the rest 
this is a captivating picture of what a 
Nobel Prize-winner is like at “eda 
Mrs. Fermi isn’t out to prove, plead or 
propagandize anything. If she proves 
anything at all, it is that scientists are 
human, too.

The Dilemma of Judgment

in the Garden of Eden while Adam was still in a state 

of innocence. The serpent also was in the garden. 
Therefore evil antedated man. So much for Genesis. 

Now for biology. Long 
before man appeared upon 
the earth, the dinosaurs 
had toothache. Fruit 
rotted, rocks crumbled, 
animals devoured their liv- 
ing prey. Much that we 
call evil was present in 
creation from the first— 
corruption and decay, pain, 
fear and death, accident 
and disaster. With man 
comes the moral dimen- 
sion. 

A good case could be 
made for the theory that 
Adam’s sin in eating the 
fruit of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and 
evil lies in the word 
“knowledge.” To arrogate 
to himself the ability to 
decide what was good and 
what was evil, to think 
that he could fathom it, may have been the essence of his 
disobedience. 

Christ’s warnings not to judge, His reminder that God 
sends rain upon the just and the unjust alike, and His story 
about the weeds that an enemy sowed in a neighbor’s field, 
and which the owner allowed to grow among the wheat until 
the harvest, because until then it would be impossible to 
separate them—all this seems to indicate that the human 
mind must not exercise absolute judgment. 


T HE tree of the knowledge of good and evil was growing

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IT DOES NOT FOLLOW, however, that there is no dif- 
ference between good and evil. The weeds in the parable 
were weeds, and the wheat was wheat, and ultimately the 
weeds were to be destroyed. In our experience the good 
and evil are inextricably tangled. 

This matter of judgment is one of the acute dilemmas 
that face man every day of his life. Ideally, judgment is a 
form of sin; actually man has to judge, to make choices, to 
accept or reject. In fact, in the same passage in which Jesus 
says, “Judge not,” He also says that a tree is to be known 
by its fruit. It would seem therefore that we must judge, 
always careful however, to keep our judgments relative and 
provisional, unaccompanied by blame. 

Now let us go back to the tree and the serpent in the 
Garden of Eden. Did God create the serpent? Did He 
create evil? If not, what is the origin of evil? How could 
anything come into being apart from God, how could it con- 
tinue to exist in defiance of the will of the Omnipotent? 
It is at this point that a good many people in various lands 
and centuries have said that evil does not exist, that it is an 
illusion. And others say that it is the absence of good, as 
darkness is the absence of light. 
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ANOTHER VIEW, which is also very old, was expressed 
in modern times by H. G. Wells. According to Wells, God 
is not omnipotent. This earth is the scene of a slugging 
match between good and evil, and nobody can foretell the 
outcome. It is our duty to throw ourselves into the struggle 
with all our might to help the good prevail. 

For Christians also, this earth is the scene of a power- 
- ful struggle with a frightful adversary, but the end is not 
uncertain. God is omnipotent and omniscient; He is love; 
He is at the same time transcendent and immanent. Tran- 
scendent in that He created the universe by fiat, and is 
greater than the whole of it; immanent in that He is mov- 
ing within His creation to bring about His will. He is love 
in that at a definite point in time He entered history in the 
person of Jesus to save the world through suffering and 
death. The transcendent God is God the Father, the imma- 
nent God is God the Holy Spirit, and the Redeemer is God 
the Son. 

Christians believe that evil is bound up with time, and 
that time, evil and the material universe will come to an 
end. God will have the last eternal word, and it is Love. 

In the meantime we are living our personal lives at a 
definite point in time and space, and we are terribly vulner- 
able. What does a Christian have a right to believe when 
faced with physical pain, sorrow or disaster—his own, or 
another's? 


Ordinary Worries

HOUGH it might seem so, mosf people aren’t crazy. 
7 Even if you are a little eccentric, the chances are you'll 

never need the attentions of a psychiatrist. 

With all the emphasis on psychiatry and particularly on 
neuroses, you might wonder whether anyone is normal. 
It might seem as if everyone is in grave danger of mental 
illness. 

Not so. Most feelings that people have are entirely 
normal, They do not indicate any need for a psychiatrist or 
immediate danger of some mind-body illness. Most people 
are a little abnormal part of the time. But most of the time 
they get along pretty well. 

For instance, you can tolerate considerable worry with- 
out raising the blood pressure or starting a peptic ulcer. 
It isn’t the ordinary mild worries that get you intd trouble. 


x *k * 

IT’S THE EMOTIONS accompanying worry which can 
hurt you. These emotions, of fear’or hostility, can become 
chronic, They can hurt such organs as the bloods vessels 
or the intestines. But normal worry doesn’t release a flood 
of adrenal hormones or keep muscles in constant tension 
and upset the intestinal rhythms for days and weeks. 

A moderate and occasional self-doubt isn’t a sign that 
you have a damaging inferiority complex. 

However, feelings of inferiority do cripple personalities. 
All of us need a certain feeling of self-respect, a conviction 
that we are able to do certain things well, This is one of 
the foundation stones in our personalities. When we low- 
rate ourselves, we develop all sorts of reactions to compen- 
sate for these feelings. 

Some men and women become Don Juans or predatory 
females. Others react by becoming over-aggressive. Still 
others become mousy under-aggressive people. 

Most inferiority complexes @o not cause sufficient 
changes in behavior to be called mental illness. 
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YOU AREN’T NECESSARILY subject to mind or body 
illness from occasional lapses in an even disposition, Nearly 
everyone occasionally loses his or her temper. If you 
constantly become emotionally upset from anger or fear, 
then you know something is wrong and that you need help. 

Most people have one mild phobia or @ompulsive and 
unreasoning fear. This may be a fear of insects, spiders or 
mice and rats. Some people have a fear aroused by high 
places. Such a phobia doesn't indicate mental illness if you 
can carry on your work and social life without trouble from 
the phobia. 

Doctors have learned the importance of the mind and 
the emotions on the body and of bodily illnesses on our 
mental outlook, They are important. But every little worry, 
self-doubt, phobia or lost temper doesn’t necessarily mean 
that you ate in danger of serious trouble, either mental or 
physical.

“Born With a Silver Spoon in 
His Mouth.” 


HAT was the first spoon? 
W Probaply it was a_ shelil 

picked up on the shore. 
Certainly the shape of the sea 
shell seems to have suggested 
the contour of the bowl end of 
the spoon, with a handle added 
so as to reach to the bottom of 
the pot. 


Unlike the fork, which is a 
comparatively late utensil, 
spoons date to prehistoric times. 
In the tombs of the Egyptians, 
spoons were found made of 
wood, stone and ivory. Spoons 
were used in Greece and Rome, 
wooden ones by the poor, bronze 
and silver by the well-to-do. 
But that does not explain why 
one speaks of people as being 
born with silver spoons in their 
mouths. 


The expression “to be born 
with a silver spoon in one’s 
mouth” we find, used in Cer- 
vantes, Shakespeare, Ben Jon- 
son, Middleton, Beaumont and 
Fletcher. It goes back for its 
origin to the so-called “‘apostle” 
spoon. This was usually of sil- 
ver, with a figure on its handle 
of one of the apostles. During 
the Middle Ages, one or more of 
these—a complete set numbered 
13—was.a customary christening 
gift of affluent godparents to 
the godchild. 


One of the set of 13 spoons 
was known as the Master Spoon; 
this was adorned with a repre- 
sentation of Jesus. The others 
distinguished the different apos- 
tles by their terminal emblems; 
St. Peter with a key or a fish; 
St. Andrew with a saltire cross; 
St. James Major with a pilgrim’s 
staff and gourd; St. John with a 
chalice; St. Philip with a long 
staff surmounted with a cross; 
St. James Minor with a fuller’s 
hat; St. Thomas with a wallet 
or an axe; St. Matthias with a 
halbert; St. Thaddeus or Jude 
with a carpenter’s square; St. 
Simon with a saw. Sometimes 
St. Paul took the place of St. 
Matthias, his emblem a sword. 


The custom of presenting ba- 
bies with these silver spoons 
started in Europe during the 
late fifteenth or early sixteenth 
century, being especially popu- 
lar in England. The earliest 
mention of them is in the will 
of a certain Amy Brent, who, in 
1516, bequeathed: “XIII sylver 
spones of J’h and the XII 
Apostles.”

Busy Business Woman From Britain 


Author Here Gathering Material for Book on n Young Children Started Her Career at Age of 15

RS. MARJORIE BRUCE- 

MILNE was told she was 

“absolutely ruining” her life 
when she Gecided to work for a 
living. That was when she was 
only a teen-ager, but in the in- 
tervening years just the reverse 
has come true as she has become 
one of England’s most active 
business women, with interests 
ranging from compiling a five- 
volume set of books on home 
management to organizing fash- 
ion ‘shows. 


Right now she is in St. Louis on 
another project, gathering ma- 
terial for a book on the “under 
5's” she plans to write for her 
British publishers. She arrived 
in Canada in July and after some 
weeks there has been visiting 
American cities on a time sched- 
ule that calls for the return 
trip after she has celebrated an 
American Thanksgiving with 
friends. She is the guest of 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas E. Black- 
well, of 612 East Polo drive, 
Clayton. 

Born in England and educated 
in Germany, she was only 15 
when she startled some of her 
mother’s friends by announcing 
she wanted to go to work. De- 
spite their fear that she was 
ruining her life, she took a cleri- 
cal job at first, then gradually 
worked into the field of journal- 
ism, writing advertising copy, 
editing magazines and writing 
books. 

“I will finish the fifth volume 
of the set on home management 
next year,” she said. “It has 
everything in it that mothers 
need—and fathers, too. I feel 
that fathers should have a great 
deal to say about the home and 
the children. Marriage must be 
a real partnership. I have no 
sympathy with the idea of domi- 
nation of either husband or wife 
by the other. 

“Nor do I believe that a wife 
should have to deceive and flat- 
ter her husband into thinking he 
is the head of the household. If 
she does, it’s not much of a 
compliment to him.”

Fix It Yourself

Peeling Wallpaper. 
UR little problem for today 
concerns wallpaper that 
won't stay up. This parti- 
cular headache can occur with 
almost every type of wallpaper, 
and it can happen to paper hung 
by a professional as well as to 
the stuff put up by an amateur. 

The most common cause of 
peeling wallpaper is dampness in 
the wall that softens up the 
paste. Dampness of this nature 
can be due to a leak in the out- 
side wall that is allowing water 
to reach the interior wall sur- 
face or it can be due to con- 
densation of moisture on the in- 
side wall surface. 

If the dampness {s due to a 
leak in the outside wall, it’s 
easy to correct. Just find the 
leak and plug it up. 

Dampness due to condensa- 
tion is more difficult to deal 
with for here the warm moist 
inside air is depositing moisture 
on the wallpaper when the air 
strikes the cold wall surface. 
The moisture is eventually ab- 
sorbed by the paper and in time 
it reaches the wallpaper paste 
in back. 

The solution here is to in- 
sulate the wall to prevent con- 
densation occurring or using 
some other type of wall cover- 
ing such as enamel which won't 
be harmed by the moisture. 

Another reason for wallpaper 
peeling off is that it has been 
applied over a damp wall. This 
often occurs in new homes 
where the paper is hung before 
the plaster is absolutely dry. 
Best way to avoid this is not to 
hang paper for several months 
after the plaster has been ap- 
plied. 

Lack of size and poor quality 
wallpaper paste are also the 
cause of peeling paper. Size ap- 
plied to the wall before the paste 
prevents the paste being ab- 
sorbed by the wall and helps 
bond the paste to the wall. If 
you fail to apply size prior to 
papering, you are pretty sure to 
end up with peeling paper.

ORMALLY bad breaks of 
Nrumps. which is to say 4-1 

instead of 3-2 breaks of five 
missing cards, have done more 
to plague unwary declarers than 
all other difficulties put together. 
The following case is just one 
more of the millions in point.

South started off with one 
spade rather than one heart in 
order to get in both of his suits 
comfortably, and when North 
double-raised spades, there was 
no reason for South to show his 
other major. 

West, understandably reluc- 
tant to open away from his 
minor-suit holdings, chose the 
lesser evil of the heart ten, and 
when East covered dummy’s 
jack, that suit was pretty well 
cleaned up for declarer. The 
latter, missing both the king and 
10 of trumps, felt that he would 
probably have to lose a trump 
trick in any event, so he élected 
to lay down the ace and then 
lead low to the jack. East wisely 
declined to accept this trick. 
Now declarer cashed the heart 
king and led another trump. 
East won, returned a diamond— 
and South was out of luck. He 
couldn’t get back to his own 
hand without using up all the 
trumps, and the result was that 
he took only. his five hearts, 
three of his four spades, and 
the diamond ace. - 

Remarkable though it may 
seem, after the heart suit was 
set up at Trick 1, South could 
have made six spades instead of 
going down one at his game 
contract. Follow this line: South 
leads a heart back to dummy 
and sends the trump jack 
through East. Regardless of 
East’s play, South can pick up 
all the trumps without loss, if 
necessary using the club king 
for a second entry. In any case 
South leads a club toward dum- 
my at a fairly early stage, and 
whether or not West puts up the 
club ace, South can execute a 
simple squeeze against West, in 
clubs and diamonds. On this 
line South collects four spades, 
five hearts and three minor-suit 
tricks, depending on the partic- 
ular way that West elects to sur- 

render a trick.
